WASHINGTON <AP> — Sen. 
John 
L, 
McClellan, 
D-Ark., 
told the Senate today that a 
powerful unionist has demand­ 
ed a payoff as the price for set­ 
tlement of a strike holding up 
work on ll nuclear submarines 
for the Navy. 
McClellan voiced the allega­ 
tions in appealing for permis­ 
sion for hts Senate Investiga­ 
tions Subcommittee to launch 
hearings. 
Senators filibustering against 
the adm inistration's communi­ 
cations satellite bill have in­ 
voked a rule barring commit­ 
tees from meeting while the 
Senate is in session. 
McClellan asked unanimous 
consent for his committee to 
meet, but Sen, Wayne Morse, 
D-Ore,, one of the leaders of 
the filibuster fight, refused to 
agree. Morse was cut off from 
an effort to explain his rea­ 
sons for objecting. 
In ais Senate speech, McClel­ 
lan did not name the man al­ 
legedly demanding a payoff as 
a price for allowing the settle­ 
ment of the strike.
